Edward, redeeming 
themselves with a 23-20 win. Then came the quarter-finals 
and a chance to play the number one rated Fall City Sacred 
Heart. Unfortunately, they were unable to overcome the Irish, 
but the season remained a success. During the season Mickey 
Kinney aided the team with his 1.961 yards rushing and tied 
the state touchdown record of nine in one game. With the help 
of quarterback Weston Cooper, Scotty McPeak also finished 
with 748 yards receiving to aid the Eagles. The end record 
was 8 and 3 and they remain the fourth team in 40 years of NC 
football history to make it to state.
